It looked as though the southwestern 


part of the city, from a point cast of 
Mead street bridge, extending possibly 


two miles, would be wiped out by iire 
yesterday afternoon. The fire broke out 
in the plant of the Racine Boat Manu- 
facturing company, about 1:13 o'clock, 
and it is safe to say that fifteen thousand 
people were panic stricken, fearing their 
homes "would bo lost. So rapidly did the 
lire spread that Fire Marshal Cape fear- 
ed it would get into the J. I. Case Plow- 
company plant, and he wired Milwau- 
kee and Kcnosha for assistance, but the 
request was countermanded later. 


Property destroyed by the iire em- 


braced the entire plant of the Racine 
Boat, company. involving a lost of S130,- 
000; sheds, -240 separators, traction" en-' 
gines, lumber, etc., o' the J. I. Case- 
Threshing Machine company, valued at 
$150,000; Standard Oil company plant, 
loss $25,000; John Roberts, stone mason, 
loss to crane and buildings, $1,000; J. I. 
Case Plow company, buildings and lum- 
ber yards, 94,000, and about $3,000 to 
otiiev adjoining property, making the to- 
tal loss over $300,000. upon which there 
was an insurance of $02,000 on the Ra- 
cine Boat Manufacturing company prop- 
erty, the C'ase T. M. Co. property fully 
covered by insurance and the Standard 
Oil company with no in<iinunv. 


yiSCOVKRY OF THE FIRM 


Dillon Heath, manager of the Standard 


Oil company, was in the ollice of the 
plant doing some work. 
He detected the 


fumes 
of burning 
wood 
and 
smoke. 


Walking lo the door he gin need out and 
discovered the tire issuing from the roof 
of the Racine Boat Manufacturing com- 
pany two s>tory building, to the ca~t of 
the machine shop and building where the 
larfge steel yachts are erected. 
With all 


possible speed -he telephoned in an alarm, 
but men in boats on the river had dis- 
covered the lire first nnd sent, in the 
r.larm. Fire Marshal Cape was at his 
home on River slreet and he saw the 
smoke and instructed his wife to send 
in the alarm, and he hurried 
tn 
the 


building, whillc the entire fire depart- 
ment got out and were soon on the spot. 


A GALE BLOWING. 


There was a. terrilie gale blowing from 


the northeast, possible forty miles nil 
hour and the fire spread rapidly and soon 
the entire boat buildings were a mass of 
flames. Fire Marshal Cnpc saw that it 
was to be ,1 hot iind dangerous conflag- 
ration, the entire Hats 
being 
covered 


with lumber piles, 
wooden 
sheds the 


Standard Oil company 
being 
close by. 


and everything was 
inflanin;,ible. 
Ac- 


cordingly he planned to ti^ht the lire and 
hired eight extra men and culled upon 
volunteers who responded promptly. 


CONFLAGRATION SPRKAU. 


With lightning rapidity 
the 
flames 


jumped to the five long storr- sheds of the 
.T. I. Case T. M. Co., filled with 240 *ep- 
arntors, traction engines and other prop- 
erty; then the lumber piles caught and 
the wind fanned the blaze into n roaring 
furnace, and it wa; carried on by the 
strong wind. It, was seen that the Stand- 
ard Oil company plant could not bis sav- 
ed and the big buildings of the J. J. C'asC 
Plow company and Roberts' stone plant 
were in (lunger. Fire brands were being 
carried for blocks by the wind and a 
number of houses on Mead street and 
Tenth street caught fire and hundreds of 
people were out with garden hose and 
checked tint bltm- and saved the houses. 
The lumber yards of the .1. I. Ca<e Plow 
company. "H Stanmird and Water sireel, 
enught'lire and it looked us if tin- tire 
•would .sweep on to the south, but hard 
work on the purl of volunteer lirriiieii 
saved this calamity, 


1>AN«ER INCREASES. 


In the meantime Fire Marshal Cape, 


with volunteers and others were fighting 
hard, while Ihe roofs of the J. I. Case 
Plow company were tilled with men who 
had streams of wnter mid they put out 
iire on the roof several times. To the 
ea.-l there was a force battling to save 
the big three hundred foot .-hed of the 
J. I. Case T. M. Co., and thus prevent 
the lire from going east. This they ac- 
complished 
after the'-hardest 
kind of 


work. The flumes wc'ru fanned by the 
wind and the great -shed to the west 
with 240 machines and 
engines 
was 


doomed; the lumber piles of the Boat 
company were going and it was very 


hut. 
It seemed as if nothing could stay 


the fire fiend from going way to the 
southwest, taking the 
Plow company 


buildings, Nelson's lumber yards and per- 
haps the great plant of the Mitchell & 
Lewis company, and the piles of lumber 
at this place were wet down many times. 


SKND3 FOR ASSISTANCE. 


At 2:30 o'clock the fire was raging so 


fiercely that Fire Marshal Cape, on the 
advice of city officials, sent to Milwau- 
kee and Kenosha for assistance and re- 
ceived word that engines would be scut 
at oiu'e. In it short time Mr. Cape was 
convinced that he could control the lire 
and countermanded the call. But people 
were panic stricken, fearing the explo- 
sion of the oil tanks of the Standard Oil 
company, which meant a much more dan- 
gerous fire and perhaps 
fatalities 
to 


many. 
All were warned to get out of 


the way and there was a cscattcring of 
hundreds of spectators. 


THE PLANT WAS GOIXG, 


The building of the Oil company were 


a niii.-s of Jlamcs and the roof of the 
Plow company was going, while the big 
crane of John Iloberts was burning and 
a man climbed to the top and made an 
efl'ort to drown out the blaze with a pail 
fill of water. He did not succeed and a 
stream was turned on from a hose. 
In 


one of the tanks of the oil company was 
10.000 gallons of gasoline: l.'!,000 gallons 
of kerosene in another: 5,000 gallons of 
naptluv and 2.500 gallons of lubricating 


oil. 
Twenty minutes later there was. an- 


other alarm and the people and firemen 
crowded back. 


F1KRCK EXPLOSIONS ENSUED! 
Suddenly there was a might roar and 


a dull sound and the first tank exploded 
and the lire shot three hundred feet into 


• the. air. Luckily the fluid did not scat- 
ter, Iml went up. Then there was a sec- 
ond explosion and again the llamcs shot 
high in Ihe air. The heat was terrilie 
and set iire to anything it struck. It 
was of short duration and soon the fire- 
"mi'iit had control. 


BOAT PLANT ALL GONE. 


P,y this lime the enlirc plant of the 


Boat company was it smoldering mass; 
one of the large sheds of the C'ase T. il. 
company gone with 240 machines; a sec- 
ond shed nearly gone and the Oil com- 
pany plant wiped out. But Fire Mar- 
shal Capo had the conflagration under 
control, although the oil was 
burning 


lien-fly. 
'The men on the sheds lo the 


ca.-t -and on the roof of the Plow factory ' 
never deserted their positions, however, 
until all danger was practically past. 


SIGH OF IU:LIEF. 


The hundreds of people to the south- 


west breathed easier, for they knew the 
great danger of their homes being swal- 
lowed up was past. 'It was a gallant bat- 
tle won by Fire Marshal Cape, his men 
and the many volunteers and everybody 
was thankful that no one was killed or 
burned to death. Only a few of the tire- 
men were slightly scorched. 


WAS NKA.RLY KOASTKD. 


Xcls Nelson, engineer 
of 
the 
Boat 


company, was at work cleaning the boil- 
er when the fire broke out. 
lie was on 


the inside and his uttenlion was attract- 
ed by a peculiar noise. It sounded like 
hail lulling upon the roof of the building. 
The noise grew stronger and stronger. 
Mr. Neison decided to crawl out and in- 
vestigate. 
He bolted through the door 


next to the river and was about to leap 
in, when men with a bont came up and 
rescued him. He said it was a close call 
from being roasted to death. 


WORKIW UNTIL MIDNIGHT. 


Fire Marsh ill Cape and most of his 


men worked u n t i l nearly midnight be- 
fore the lire was entirely out, it being 
hard to -mother the llnmes around the 
Uil oompiniy buildings and tanks. 
The 


surroundings showed hundreds of cylin- 
ders and twisted rods from the thresh- 
ing machines destroyed and hundreds of 
people walked through the ruins and at 
I,ic lime the lire was at its worst there 
were 1"),UOO people out. 


MH. REYNOLDS NOT JIOMK. 


Walter Reynolds, manager of the Ra- 


cine JJoiit ^Manufacturing company, left 
Saturday night, in company with John 
Knight, for a lishing trip to Waters 
Meet, and knew nothing of the lire until 
wired of the loss. Clarence Palmer, one 
of the right hand men employed in the 
works, was seen and said "Besides the 
frame buildings destroyed; there was a

He made 
the run to the lake and back in less than

hours.

has already been told. 


WHAT OTHER LOSERS SAY; 


F. L«e Norton, manager of the1-1. 1. 


Case T. M. Co., stated that in thcirslicds 
there were 200 separators: about 300 en- 
gines: lumber and other goods, lie esti- 
mated the loss nt $150,000, and it i-, ful- 
ly covered by insurance, in possibly 100 
different companies. 


1). Heath of the Standard Oil company, 


said he estimated the loss on his plant 
at #23,000. which included the building, 
10,000 gallons of gasoline: 5,000 gallon* 
of naptha; 13,000 gallons of kerosene; 2-,- 
000 gallons of lubricating oil.; 


John Roberts, -stone yard, estimated, 


his loss to derrick and buildings at $1,- 
000.

II. M. Wallis, of the J. I. Case Plow1 


company, said jthat the 
roofs of his. 


buildings were only scorched and the Ion 
would.not amount'to over $500, and he 
said that it was a miracle that -his whole 
plant, worth $300,000, did not go, and he> 
lauds Fire Marshal Cape nnd men highly. 
His lumber, to the west of the plant was 
more or less damaged. 


Small houses.which caught lire were 


not damaged .to exceed $400. 


WILL POSSIBLY REBUILT). 


It is believed that the buildings of the 


Boat company will be rebuilt on a lar 
more extensive scale. It Van the very 
busiest season of the company and they 
had stack* of orders. 
Several line yachts 


for Chicago and other parlies had only 
been shipped to Lake Geneva a few days 
ago. One order the company had was 
for a steel yacht for Chicago parties to 
cost $75,000. The works were consider- 
ed among the best in the country.

place Sunduy afternbn.uy the crushing 
01 four bridge across the Kaw river by. 
a tank of the Standard Oil company. The 
tank which had been surrounded by the 
raging water 
broke loose and swept 


against the bridges, upon which there 
were many people 
watching the Hood. 


The bridges, with the exception of that 
of the Missouri Pacific, were crushed 
and 200 people were drowned. The ilooil 
has rendered 20.000 people in Kansas 
City, Kas., homeless. The town is cut 
giv'iroin Kanriis City, Mo., and relief is 
being sent from Loavc-mvorth. 


Colonel Miner commanding the post 


of Fort Leavciiworth, bus 
.sent troops 


and tents from the post to assist in cur- 
ing for (he homeless and aid in the res- 
eiu- work .it Kansas City, Kas.. whore 
conditions are constantly growing worse. 
Many people urn in house* that arc sur- 
rounded by water and unless they have 
help soon many of them will perish. The 
Kaw above Kansas City has fallen with- 
in the last eight 'hours, but the Missouri 
is making matters worse by rising, Many 
relief 
parlies and provisions - i went 
to

SURROUNDED BY WATER, 


j. 
KANSAS CITY, June 1.—The deso- 


late aspect of the floods situation here 
showed no improvement this morning, 
except that the fires-which it was feared 
last night would spread were put out by 
tuc vain and the iTood:itself. 


1 So far as rail communication was con- 
cerned the city was almost an island. 
The only communication, and that very 
unsatisfactory, was by a road southeast. 
Business all over the city was suspended. 
Manufacturers on high ground were com- 
pelled to shut down owing to the total 
shutting olT of water supply. No street 
cars wore running nor were any railroad 
trains going to or from the city north, 
west or south. The blockade at the out- 
let to the southeast was so seveie that 
traflic in that direction was practically 
ut a standstill. 


Great anxiety is felt for the safety of 


the people of Kansas City, Kas. There 
has been no communication with that 
city since yesterday and exhaustive, ef- 
forts to get word from there this morn- 
ing failed of any result. Five reporters 
who crossed the Kaw yesterday before 
the, floor had become so serious have not 
been heard from since. 


Telegraph and telephone wires north, 


south and west were down, and there 
were only a fe\v wires in shape to do 
business cast. 


NINE FKET ABOVE KliCORD. 


The river guagc this morning showed 


..o feet, having raised from .10.7 during 
the night. This is nearly nine feet high- 
er Hum the previous high record made 
ill 1SS1. There were eight feet of water 
in the Union depot. 


A great and swirling lake doited with 


Homing cottages, trees, telegraph poles, 
and other wreckage, covers the lowlands 
iis far an the eye can reach. 


Silimnr floating objects enmc rushing 


down the. Missouri river, some of. possi- 
bly from Topeka. 


The committees having in charge the 


work of relief nnd rescue were busy ear- 
ly, and a special meeting of the city 
council was held during the forenoon.

The police have been ordered to shoot 


on -iglit any one caught plundering. 


LOSS OF LIFK NOT KNOWN. 


The. 
number of lives lost in this vicin- 


ity cu»not be learned for some time, nud 


probably never will be kuowii definitely, 
however, there seems to 
be ample 


grounds for a report which accounts for 
the loss of more than a dozen lives in 
the bottoms. 


One rumor circulated during the night 


wns that scores of people had perished 
in Kansas City, Kas., -but owing to the 
fact that there, has been absolutely no 
communication with that plaec since yes- 
terday there is general disposition, to dis- 
credit this and other sensational reports. 


That there has been some loss of lu'e 


there, however, is regarded as probable. 


NO MORE IIAYE PERISHED. 


At 0 o'clock" this morning it was re- 


ported at police headquarters that there 
had been no further loss of lifa during 
the night as far as was known. All 
along the bank of the river wagons con- 
taining ropes were stationed during the 
morning h) order that nny cmorgcn.-.y 
could promptly be met. Early in the 
morning it was announced thai: there was 
a number of people on the Milwaukee 
bridge and it wns decided t o=nnd the 
ferry boat, to their rescue. An additional 
call was made from a hotel situated at 
the intersection of Fourteenth and Gcn- 
esee streets, where a, number of people 
were reported to be held in the upper 
stories of the building. The ferry boat 
was also ordered to take them off at the 
earliest 
practicable 
moment. 
Word 


came 
up 
from 
the 
stock 
wards 


that there were twenty or thirty peo- 
ple 
caught 
by 
the 
flood 
in 
that 


district. They were said to be in no 
immediate 
danger, -however, nnd 
will 


probably not be taken oft" until late to- 
day or tomorrow. 


Word was brought to police headquar- 


ters this morning that a number of men 
were looting nouses in the c/.st bottoms. 
They had improvised rafts from boards 
and by propelling them with poles were 
making 
their w.iy. into 
the 
houses 


through the -second story windows. As 
soon ns this word was received by Chief 
of Police Hayes, he ordered 
a 
detach- 


ment of ofliccrs to the place, with in- 
structions that if the story was found to 
be true the thieves should be shot down 
at once. 


NO RELIEF IN SIGHT. 


At H o'clock the weather bureau issu- 


ed tiic following; 


"There will probably be slight change 


in river conditions at Kansas Cily dur- 
ing the next 24 hours. Slight fluctua- 
tions mean but little in the way of re- 
lief so long as weather conditions remain 
unsettled. A storm area is central in 
the middle Missisr-ippt valley, from which 
the 
west has not emerged, and 
the 


threatened 
development 
of 
another 


slorm area iu the southwest carries no 
assurance of immediate relief. 


"light to moderate rains have fallen in 


the Kaw nnd middle and lower Missouri 
valleys in the past 48 hours, and rain is 
falling over the greater part of Kansas, 
liwa, Missouri and Nebraska this morn- 
ing."

Stage of the river at 7 . m.: 
Kansas 


City. 35. and still r!:-ing: Omaha, 14.4: 
at Sioux City, 11.3, a fall of .7. No re- 
port; have been received from points on 
the Kaw river. 


TRAFFIC IX AWFUL STATE. 


Never in the history of the west has 


there been a move complete prostration 
of railway traffic than exists now we;t, 
south and north of Kansas City. 


The approaches to the bridge of the 


Chicago. Milwaukee & St. Paul at Ehcf- 
iield, 10 miles cast of Kansas City went 
down this morning, although the bridge 
proper is intact and is high enough to 
stand any possible stage of water. 


The Santa Fo bridge nt Sibley, 23 miles 


from here is the only structure of the 
kind still standing. There is no danger 
of this going down and unless Ihe water 
blocks the ira<:k= leading to it this line 
will manage to keep up it? service to 
Chicago without interruption. 


At the ollice of the Santa Fe it was 


slated-this morning that one train had 
left for the west, going over the Missouri 
Pacific tracks for Paola, Kns., thence to 
Ottawa, and then on to California. At 
the 
Missouri Pacific headquarters 
the 


statement was being made that no trains 
had gone over their iine today nnd the 
prospect was not bright that any would 
be able. 


SAY FIFTY WERE DROWNED. 


According -to the statements of flood 


refugees which generally are exaggerated 
from 'the east bottoms, about lifty Bel- 
gian?, men, women and children, were 
drowned near the Crescent hotel on Syca- 
more avenue early this morning. 
They 


were laborers and their families, who 
lived in small frame bouses along the 
railroads. 


The ground on which 'their homes stood 


was higher ihiin the water 
early last 


night. 
The Belgians remained in their 


homes. About daylight today their homes 
be"iin to float and they wore drowned 
while trying to reach the south blurts. 


Ano'thcr refugee reported the drown- 


ing of twelve people in a skiff.

The great- 
est loss of life is reported in the. destruc- 


tion of the cotton mills 
where about 


eight arc believed to be killed and i 


score injured. 


Eighteen persona were killed in the, 


city where four large stores were blown 


down.

But Luckily Burning Fluid 


Did Not Scatter. 


FIREMEN AND CITIZENS 


BATTLE WITH FIRE FIEND 


Plow Works Saved by Unremitting 


Efforts-Engineer at Work in Boiler 


Nearly Boastcd-Aid Solicited 


From Outside Cities. 


It looked as though the southwestern 


part of the city, from a point east of 


Mead street bridge, extending possibly 


two miles, would be wiped out by fire 


yesterday afternoon. 
The fire broke out 


in the plant of the Eaeine Boat Manu- 
facturing company, about 1:15 o'clock, 
and it is safe to say that fifteen thousand 
people were panic stricken, fearing their 
homes would be lost. So rapidly did the 
fire spread that Fire Marshal Cape fear- 
ed it -would get into the J. I. Case Plow 
company plant, and he wired Milwau- 
kee and Kenosha for assistance, but the 
request was countermanded later. 


Property destroyed by the fire em- 


braced the entire plant of the Baeine 
Boat company, involving a lost of $130,- 
000; sheds, '240 separator?, traction' en-' 
gincs, lumber, etc., of the J. I. Case- 
Threshing Machine company, valued at 
$150,000: Standard Oil company plant, 
loss .*2o,000; John Roberts, stone mason, 
loss to crane and buildings, $1.000; J. I. 
Ca.se Plow company, buildings and lum- 
ber yards, $4,OUO, and about $:t,000 to 
oiaeT adjoining property, making the to- 
tal loss over §300,000. upon which there 
was an insurance of §62,000 oji the Ba- 
eine Boat Manufacturing company prop- 
erty; the Case T. M. Co. property fully 
covered by insurance and the Standard 
Oil company with no insurance. 


FLSC'OVEKY OF THK FIRE. 


Dillon Heath, manager of the Standard 


Oil company, was in the ollicc of the 
plant doing some work. He detected the 
fumes 
of burning 
-wood 
and 
smoke. 


Walking to the door he glanced out and 
discovered the tire issuing from the roof 
of the Baeine Boat Manufacturing com- 
pany two story building, to the east of 
the machine shop ami building where the 
larfge steel yachts arc erected. With all 
possible speed lie telephoned in an alarm, 
but men in boats on the river had dis- 
covered the fire first and sent in the 
alarm. Fire Marshal Cape was at his 
home on River street and he saw the 
smoke and instructed his wife to send 
in the alarm, and he hurried 
to 
the 


building, \vhille the entire fire depart- 
ment got out and were soon on the spot. 


A GALE BLOWING. 


There was a terrific gale blowing from 


the northeast, possible forty miles an 
hour and the fire spread rapidly and soon 
the entire boat buildings were a mass of 
flames. Fire Marshal Cape saw that it 
was to be a hot and dangerous conflag- 
ration, the entire flats 
being 
covered 


with lumber piles, 
-wooden 
shed-, the 


Standard Oil company 
being close by, 


and everything was 
inflammable. 
Ac- 


cordingly he planned to fight the fire and 
hired eight extra men and called upon 
volunteers who responded promptly. 


CONFLAGRATION SPREAD. 


With lightning rapidity 
the flames 


jumped to the five long store sheds of the 
J. I. Case T. M. Co.. filled with 240 sep- 
arators, traction engines and other prop- 
erty: then the lumber piles caught and 
the wind fanned the blaze into a roaring 
furnace, and it was carried on by the 
strong wind. It was seen that the Stand- 
ard Oil company plant could not be sav- 
ed and the big buildings of the J. I. Case 
Plow company and Roberts' stone plant 
were in danger. Fire brands were being 
carried for blocks by the wind and a 
number of houses on Mead street and 
Tenth street caught fire and hundreds of 
people were out with garden hose and 
checked the blaze, anil saved the houses. 
The lumber yards of the .T. !. Ca-c 1'lmv 
company, on Siannard and Water slreei, 
caught fire and it looked us if the tire 
would s\\ cep oil to the south, but iuinl 
work on the port of volunteer liremon 
saved this calamity. 


]>ANGER "INCREASES. 


In the meantime Fire Marshal Cape, 


with volunteers and others were fighting 
hard, while the roofs of the J. I. Case 
Plow company were filled with men 'who 
had streams of water and they put out 
fire on the roof several times. 
To the 


east there was a force battling to save 
the big three hundred foot shed of the 
J. 1. Ca=,c T. M. Co., and thus prevent 
the fire from going east. This they ac- 
complished 
after the" hardest 
kind of 


work. The flames were fanned by the 
wind and the great shed to the west 
with 24U machines and 
engines 
was 


doomed; the lumber piles of the Boat 
company were going and it was very 


hot. 
It seemed as if nothing could stay 


the fire fiend from going way to the 
southwest, taking 
the Plow 
company 


buildings, Nelson's lumber yards and per- 
haps the great plant of the Mitchell £ 
Lewis company, and the piles of lumber 
at this place were wet down many times. 


SENDS FOR ASSISTANCE. 


At 2:30 o'clock the fire was raging so 


fiercely that Fire Marshal Cape, on the 
advice of city officials, sent to Milwau- 
kee and Kenosha for assistance and re- 
ceived word that engines would be sent 
at once. In a short time Mr. Cape was 
convinced that he could control the fire 
and countermanded the call. But people 
were panic stricken, fearing the explo- 
sion of the oil tanks of the Standard Oil 
company, which meant a much more dan- 
gerous fire and perhaps 
fatalities 
to 


many. All were warned to get out of 
the way and there was a (scattering of 
hundreds of spectators. 


THE PLANT WAS GOING. 


The building of the Oil company were 


a mass of flames and the roof of the 
Plow company was going, while the big 
crane of John Roberts was burning and 
a man climbed to the top and made an 
effort to drown out the blaze with a pail 
ful of water. He did not succeed and a 
stream was turned on from a hose. In 
one of the tanks of the oil company was 
10,000 gallons of gasoline: 13,000 gallons 
of kerosene in another; 5,000 gallons of 
naptha- and 2,500 gallons of lubricating 


oil. 
Twenty minutes later there was. an- 


other alarm and the people and firemen 
crowded back. 


FIERCE EXPLOSIONS ENSUED! 


Suddenly there was a might roar and 


a dull sound and the first tank exploded 
and the fire shot three hundred feet into 
the air. Luckily the fluid did not scat- 
ter, but went up. Then there was a sec- 
ond explosion and again the flames shot 
high in the air. The heat was terrific 
ami set tire to anything it struek. It 
was of short duration and soon the fire- 
men! had control. 


BOAT PLANT ALL GONE. 


By this time the entire plant of the 


Boat company was a smoldering raas«; 
one of the large sheds of the Case T. M. 
company gone with 240 machines; a sec- 
ond shed nearly gone and the Oil com- 
pany plant wiped out. But Fire Mar- 
shal Cape had the conflagration under 
control, although the oil was burning 
fiercely. The men on the sheds to the 
cast -and on the roof of the Plow factory 
never deserted their positions, however, 
uiitil all danger was practically past. 


SIGH OF RELIEF. 


The. 
hundreds of people to the south- 


west breathed easier, for they knew the 
great danger of their homes being swal- 
lowed up was past, 
ft was a gallant bat- 


tle won by Fire Marsha! Cape, his men 
and the many volunteers and everybody 
was thankful that no one was killed or 
burned to death. Only a few of the fire- 
men were slightly scorched. 


WAS NEARLY ROASTED. 


Nels Nelson, engineer of 
the 
Boat 


company, -was at work cleaning the boil- 
er when the fire broke out. 
He was on 


the inside and his attention was attract 
ed by a peculiar noise. It sounded like 
hail falling upon the roof of the building. 
The noise grew stronger and stronger. 
Mr. Nelson decided to crawl out and in- 
vestigate. He bolted through the door 
next to the river and was about to leap 
in. when men with a boat came up and 
rescued him. He said it was a close call 
from being roasted to death. 


WORKJW UNTIL MIDNIGHT. 


Fire Marshal Cape and most of 


men worked tintil nearly midnight be- 
fore the fire was entirely out, it being 
hard to smother the Mamcs around the 
Oil company buildings and tanks. 
The 


surroundings showed hundreds of cylin- 
ders and twisted rods from the thresh- 
ing machines destroyed and hundreds of 
people walked through the ruins and at 
t.ic time the lire was at its worst there 
were 15,000 people out. 


MR. REYNOLDS NOT HOME. 


Walter Reynolds, manager of the Ra- 


cine Boat Manufacturing company, left 
Saturday night, in company with John 
Knight, for a fishing trip to Waters 
Meet, and knew nothing of the fire until 
wired of the loss. Clarence Palmer, one 
of the right hand men employed in the 
works, was seen and said "Besides the 
frame buildings destroyed; there was a 
large 
amount of valuable 
imu-himu'V 


$10.000 worth of tools hi'longinx to the 
mc'chanii's einploVi'j: ISO to 2(111 lannehe.-, 
worth $4W ciich: two hundred and liflj 
row boats valued at $40 Hiich: a oil foot 
yacht being built, for the United Slates 
government, worth .'f.'.OOO: smother yacht 
for ihr government worth $3.000; four 
cabin boats worth $1,700.

WHAT OTHER LOSERS SAY: 


F. Lee Norton, manager of the'J. I. 


Case T. M. Co., stated that in their .sheds 
there were 200 separators: about 100 en- 
gines; lumber and other goods. He esti- 
mated the loss at $150,000, and it i; ful- 
v covered by insurance, in possibly 100 
different companies. 


D. Heath of the Standard Oil company, 


said he estimated the loss on his plant 
at $25,000, which included the building, 
10,000 gallons of gasoline; 5,000 gallons 
of naptha; 13,000 gallons of kerosene; 3,- 
000 gallons of lubricating oil. 


John Roberts, stone yard, estimated 


his loss to derrick and buildings at $1,- 
000.

II. M. Wallis, of.the J. I. Case Plow1 


company, said ;that the 
roofs of his, 


buildings were only scorched and the loss. 


•ould not amount to over $.300, and he 


said that it was a miracle that his whole 
plant, worth $300^000, did not go, and hei 
lauds Fire Marshal Cape and men highly.

Small houses.which caught fire were 


not damaged .to exceed S400. 


WILL POSSIBLY REBUILD. 


It is believed that the buildings of the 


Boat company will be rebuilt on a far 
more extensive scale. It was the very 
busiest season of the company and they 
had stacks of orders. Several fine yachts 
for Chicago and other parties had only 
been shipped to Lake Geneva a few days 
ago. 
One order the company had was 


for a steel yacht for Chicago parties to 
cost $75.000. The works were consider- 
ed among the best in the country.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo.,-: June 1.--A

phone message from'E.ansa.3 City, Kas., 
says 200-people were drowned at. that 
place Sunday afternbn..by the crushing 
of four bridges acrosii the Kaw river by. 
a tank of the Standard; Oil company. The 
tank which had been surrounded by the 
raging water broke loose and 
swept 


against the bridges, upon which there 
were many people 
watching the flood. 


The bridges, with the exception of that 
of the Missouri Pacific, were crushed 
and 200 people were drowned. The Mood 
has rendered 20,000 people in Kansas 
City, Kas., homeless. The town is cut 
9.IF from. Kansas-City, Mo., and relief is 
being sent from Leavenworth. 


Colonel Miner commanding the post 


of Fort Leavenworth, has 'sent troops 
and tents from the post to assist in ear- 
ing for the homeless and aid in the res- 
cue work at Kansas City, Kas., where 
conditions arc constantly growing worse. 
Many people arc in houses that are sur- 
rounded by water and unless they have 
help soon many of them will perish. The 
Kaw above Kansas City has fallen with- 
in the last eight 'hours, but the Missouri 
U making matters worse by rising. Many

SURROUNDED. BY WATER, 


a. 
KAXSAS CITY,. June L-'-The deso- 


late aspect of the floods situation here 
showed no improvement this moniin 
except that the fires, which it was feared 
last night .would spread were put out by 
the rain and the ftood;itself. . 
' i?o fur as rail communication was con 
cerncd the city was almost an island. 
The only communication, and that very 
unsatisfactory, was by a road southeast. 
Business all over the city was suspended. 
Manufacturers on high ground were com- 
pelled to shut down owing to the totnl 
shutting oft of water supply. No street 
cars were running nor were uny railroad 
trains going to or from the city north, 
west or south. The blockade at the out- 
let to the southeast was so severe that 
traffic in that direction was practically 
at a standstill. 


Great anxiety is felt for the safety of 


the people of Kansas City, Kas. 
There 


has been no communication 
with that 


eity since yesterday and exhaustive ef- 
forts to get word from there this morn- 
ing failed of any result. Five reporters 
who crossed the Kaw yesterday before 
the. floor had become so serious have not 
been heard from since. 


Telegraph and telephone wires north, 


south and west were down, and there 
were only a few wires in shape to do 
business east. 


KIKE FEET ABOVE RECORD. 


Tho river guogo this morning showed 


..a feet, having raised from 30.7 during 
the night. This is. nearly nine feet high- 
er than the previous high record made 
in 1881. There were eight feet of water 
in the Union depot. 


A great and swirling lake dotted with 


floating cottages, trees, telegraph poles, 
and other wreckage, covers the lowlands 
as far as the eye can reach. 


Silimar floating objects came rushing 


down the. Missouri river, some of possi- 
bly from Topeka. 


The committees having in charge the 


work of relief and rescue were busy ear- 
ly, and a special meeting of the city 
council was held during the forenoon. 


The crowd of refugees at Convention 


hall made their breakfast from the lib- 
eral rations issued by the relief conimil.- 
tee. 


The police have been ordered to shoot 


on sight-any one caught plundering. 


LOSS 0V LIFE NOT KNOWN. 


The number of lives lost in this vicin 


ity cannot be learned for sonic time, anc 


jrobably never will be known definitely. 
However, there seems t o ' be ample 
grounds for a report which accounts for 
;he loss of more than a dozen lives in 
;he bottoms. 


One rumor circulated during the night 


was that scores of people 'had perished 
n Kansas City, Kas., but owing to the 
'act that there, has been absolutely no 
communication with that place since ycs- 
:erday there is general disposition, to dis- 
credit this and other sensational reports. 


That there has been some loss of lit'e 


;here, however, is regarded as probable. 


NO MORE HAVE PERISHED. 


At 0 o'clock" this morning it was re- 


ported at police headquarters that there 
lad been no further loss of life during 
;he night as far as was known. All 
ilong the bank of the river wagons eon- 
dining ropes were stationed during the 
norning in order that any emergency 
could promptly be met. Early in the 
norning it was announced that there svas 
a number of people on the Milwaukee 
Bridge and it was decided t oser.d the 
'crry boat to their rescue. An additional 
coll was made from a hotel situated at 
he intersection of Fourteenth and Gcn- 
esee streets, where a number of people 
,vere reported to be held in the upper 
stories of the building. The ferry 
boat 


was also ordered to take them off at the 
earliest 
practicable 
moment.

They were said to be in no 


immediate danger, 'however, and

Word was brought to police headquar- 


ters this morning that a number of men 
were looting nouses in the cr.st bottoms. 
They had improvised rafts from boards 
and by propelling them with poles were 
making 
their 
way. into

through the .second story windows. As 
soon as this word was received by Chief 
of Police Hayes, 'he ordered 
a. 
detach- 


ment of officers to the place, with in- 
structions that if the story was found to 
be true the thieves should be shot down 
at once, 


NO BELIEF IN SIGHT. 


At 11 o'clock the weather bureau issu- 


ed the following: 


"There will probably be slight change 


in river conditions at Kansas City dur- 
ing the next 2i hours. ' Slight fluctua- 
tions mean but little in the way of re- 
lief so long as weather conditions remain 
unsettled. A storm area is central in 
the middle Mississippi valley, from which 
the 
west has not emerged, and 
the 


threatened 
development 
of

storm area in the southwest carries no 
assurance of immediate relief. 


"light to moderate rains have fallen in 


the Kaw and middle and lower Missouri 
valleys in the past 48 hours, and rain is 
falling over the greater part of Kansas, 
liwa, Missouri and Nebraska this morn 
ing.'-' , 


Stage of the river at 7 . in.: 
Kansas 


City, 35, and still rising; Omaha, 14.4;

TRAFFIC IN AWFUL STATE. 


Never in the history of the west has 


there been a more complete prostration 
of railway traffic than exists now west, 
south and north of Kansas City.

Chicago,- Milwaukee & St. Paul at Ehef- 
lield, 10 miles east of Kansas City went 
down this morning, although the bridge 
proper is intact and is high enough to 
stand any possible stage of water.

Editor Daily Journal: 


Before leaving home 
I 
had 
much 


amusement in telling several inq'.iiring 
friends that I proposed going to Sark. To 
roost of them it proved a "terra incogni- 
ta" and some may possibly still be look- 
ing for i'fc, having forgotten what they 
used to recite in their long ago school 
days that "The Channel Islands are Jer- 
sey, Guernsey, Aldernay and Sark." 


" . SITUATION1 OP ISLAND. 
To he exact, this picturesque little is- 


land lies eight miles east of Guernsey 
and on a clear day easily in sight of the 
coast of 1'rance. It is reached only by 
a small and ra'lher dirty steamer three 
times a week,- leaving Guernsey in the 
morning and returning in tho evening. 
It's one little harbor, on the farther side 
of the coaat can be entered only at high 
water by the little craft which attempt 
it; at low tide the landing must be made 
in a yawl and in rough weather cannot 
be made at all, and once entered and a 
Inr.ding effected the perpendicular 
and 


iajjgrtd rocks forbid an ascent by any 
visible means. Bu't bV following tlic dog 
carts on the pier we' discover the en- 
trance to a tunnel through which we 
emerge to a roadway .cut in the solid 
granite and which leadk'us to the top and 
after a mile or so brings "us 'to -the very 
sec-ent though rather primitive inn where, 
we are to put up. ' So obscure are'both;

ENCHANTING SCENERY. 


The island is only about three nnd a 


half milt"? long and the smaller or south- 
ern part has been very nearly cut otf

ing was smaller, nearly to the top of the 
shaft, while tiie roar of the waters and 
rolling of. boulders over the rocky bot- 
tom resembled the discharge of artillery.

It is said 
that Admiral Saumarez himself a Guern- 
sev pilot once safely threaded this "hell- 
gate" with his flagship when chased by a 
.Russian fleet. 


DISAPPOINTING AT FI3ST. 


From the 'top, Sark is disappointing, 


but should be seen from below by explor- 
ation in a fisherman's boat, this only sat- 
isfactory way of reaching the caverns or 
of following the remarkable sinuosities 
of the coast. The entire population con- 
sists of between eighty and a hundred 
families, the language in common use is 
.Guernsey French, though the inhabitants 
nearly all speak English quite readily. 
French, however, is their natural tongue, 
as is shown by their dropping into it at 
mice when talking among themselves and 
by nearly all the epitaphs on the 'tomb- 
stone's and the legal notices posted by the 
roadsides being in that language.

children are surprisingly bright, intelli- 
gent and well dressed, considering their 
isolation nnd the comparative poverty:

Editor Daily Journal: 


Before leaving home I 
had much 


amusement in telling ' several inquiring 
friends that I proposed going to Sark. To 
most of them it proved a "terra incogni- 
ta" and some may possibly still be look- 
ing for it, having forgotten what they 
used to recite in their long ago school 
days that "The Channel Islands are Jer- 
sey, Guernsey, Aldernay and Sark." 


. SITUATION OF ISLAND. 


To be exact, this picturesque little is- 


land lies eight miles east of Guernsey 
and on a dear day easily in sight of the 
coast of France. It is reached only by 
a small and rather dirty steamer three 
times a week,- leaving Guernsey in the 
morning and returning in the evening. 
It's one little harbor, on the farther side 
of the coast can be entered only at high 
water by the little craft -which attempt 
it; at low tide the landing must be made 
in a yawl and in rough weather cannot 
be made at all, and once entered and a 
landing effected the perpendicular and 
jagged rocks forbid an ascent by any 
visible means.

EXCHANTESTG SCENERY. 


The island is only about three and a 


half miles long and the smaller or south- 
ern part has been very nearly cut or! 
from the rest by the action of the sea, so 
that the coast line resembles a figure 
of which the upper loop is much smaller 
than; the lower. The top of this neck 
of land, nearly 300 feet above the sea 
has been built up and widened by ma- 
sonry so that i't may be crossed by a 
horse and cart. The wild scenery is won- 
derfully enhanced by the 
innumerable 


caverns which everywhere penetrate the 
coast, sometimes lending out to sea again 
and occasionally into an upright shaft 
or chimney open at'the top. One of these 
called the %'reux Derrible" is about a. 
hundred and fifty feet high. At low tide 
the cavern may be reached and entered 
from the shore, but at high tide and dur- 
ing easterly gales the waters a.re pushed 
up by the combined action of the tide 
and wind far above the level of the sea 
outside, in former times, when the open- 


ing was smaller, nearly to the top of the 
shaft, while the roar of the waters and 
rolling of boulders over the rocky bot- 
;om resembled the discharge of artillery. 
The land appears to be protected by huge 
reefs and isolated rocks, and so it is 
from human 
interference, 
but 
these 


reefs and rocks are but frequently brok- 
en off by 'the action, of the seas., and it 
seems likely that at some period not very 
distant,' geologically speaking, Sark will 
have disintegrated into separate masses 
of islets and j'aggcd rocks. 
One of the 


larger of the many small islets already 
separated, known as "Brecqhou, is cut off 
by a narrow irregular channel perhaps a 
hundred yards wide, noted for dangerous 
and powerful tide currents. It is said 
that Admiral Saumarez himself a Guern- 
sey pilot once safely threaded this "hell- 
gate" with his flagship when chased by a 
Russian fleet. 


DISAPPOINTING AT FIRST. 


From the 'top, Sark is disappointing 


but should be seen irom below by explor- 
ation in a fisherman's boat, the only sat- 
isfactory way of reaching the caverns or 
of following the remarkable sinuosities 
of the coast. The entire population con- 
sists of between, eighty and a hundred 
families, the language in common ^lse is 
Guernsey French, though the inhabitants 
nearly all speak English quite readily. 
French, however, is their natural tongue, 
as is shown by their dropping into it at 
once when talking among .themselves and 
by nearly all the epitaphs on the tomb- 
stone's and the legal notices posted by the 
roadsides being iu that language. The 
children are surprisingly bright, intelli- 
gent and well dressed, considering theii 
isolation and the comparative poverty 
of their parents, and their manners arc 
so far ahead of most American children 
as to leave' no room for comparison. 


MUCH OF LAND BARREN. 


The means of subsistence do not seem 


abundant and much of the land is bar- 
ren, except for pasturage. 
There are 


few cattle, but many sheep, pigs, ducks 
and chickens. Rabbits are plentiful, but 
not at all a pe,st,- lobster ia always ob- 
taina.ble 'and there are plenty of mackerel 
in season. The little inn furnished 
a 


bountiful breakfast of fish, eggs, toast 
and marmalades, a luncheon of cold joints 
salads and cheese, a five or six course 
dinner, with wines of France and of Cal- 
ifornia, (thelatter cheaper than at home) 
a comfortable bed and plenty of service 
for two dollars a day of our money. 


While agreeing with the guide book 


that "a visit to this most picturesque 
island should on no account be omitted," 
and that it should not be, limited to a 
day, yet for a large stay it must be a 
lonesome spot without a party of one's 
friends and we are not sorry on sighting 
the tipsy little steamer 
that is 
no\v 


threading her way among the rocks to 
take us back to Guernsey.

It is believed 
that the basis of compensation should be 
uniform in all offices of the first and sec- 
ond class, hence thii order. The tota 
amount saved to the government by this 
order will be £2.500 a year. In seven of- 
fices where there appear to be eight per 
sons who are receiving more than the law 
allows for the positions which they oceu 
py there may be some explanation of this 
fac.-t but in any event an order has been 
issued reducing the compensation to the 
amount authorized by law. In severa 
other offices there are positions which 
as designated, are not permitted by law 
There is no doubt of the activity and thi 
efficiency of these persons and they arc 
properly employed but wrongly classifivc 
on the pay rolls and the postmaster

Theji in such cases where a 
foreigner is maltreated or murdered the 
government can use its detectives and 
Unteed States marshals to ferret out the 
membiirs- of these lynch law affairs. Such 
a law shotild certainly be passed in the 
next congress. It looks out of place in 
this country protesting against horrible 
cruelties perpetrated upon 
citizens of 


other countries by organized mobs, when 
should a European government protest 
to us that a United States mob had mur- 
dered some of iU citizens, we are com- 
pelled to apologize and explain, that it 
was committed by citizens of «• state com- 
posing the union, and that the national 
government had DO right whatever to in- 
terfere to hunt up the perpetrators or if 
it even knew who they were, th?,t unless 
the state itself pushed the matter, the 
government was powerless to do so. It 
is humiliating and it is full time this 
defect in our national institutions was 
remedied, so that we can be a nation in 
every sense of the word.

I3IPHOVE THE HIGHWAYS. 


The Kenosha News in an editorial ar- 


ticle reviews the condition of the road- 
ways in Kenosha county and remarks it 
is high time the farmers of that county 
tackled the road improvement question. 
The article refers to the splendid trans- 
portation systems prevailing throughout 
the country and points out that pro- 
ducts once arrived at the shipping point 
are forwarded to the central markets at 
a cost, one-third or one-fourth of what 
it would cost to ship in any other coun- 
try. 


This great saving, however,'is badly 


handicapped by the bad home conditions 
and 
the producer pays five times 
ns 


much a^ it should to get them to the or- 
iginal shipping point. The point of this 
i« that with improved roadways, 
the 


farmer would be largely in pocket by the 
saving of those miles of bad roadway to 
reach the markets. 


This paper then graphically describes 


how road improvements could be imulc 
in the county to the great benefit of all, 
and it is needless to say the same meth- 
ods could apply to Racine county. The 
News suggests, ''It ought to be possible 
for the supervisors of the different towns 
to get together on a proposition to build 
a 
mile or. two of first class roadway 


somewhere in the county every year, the 
expense of construction to be paid out of 
a general fund to be raised by all the 
towns. The great difficulty would be to 
decide where the improvements were to 
be built fir-.t. but as a general proposi- 
tion it would seem that a straight cast 
and west road through the county from 
Kenosha to the western limits would be 
of greatest benefit to the greatest num- 
ber, for there is hardly a man in the 
county but would have occasion to use 
it many times a year. With this great 
east and west highway completed 
the 


building of the north and south laterals 
would be a. comparatively easy matter." 


It is truthfully observed by the News 


that trade rightfully belonging to their 
city is driven away every year on ac- 
count of the bad roads; this same condi- 
tion applies to Racine. With a system 
of fine roadways Racine city would un- 
questionably secure more country trade 
and our country friends far better enjoy 
their visits to the city and would call 
much oftener than now. Let a begin- 
ning be made. 


OUR FOREIGN TRADE. 


Our foreign trade for the ten months 


ending with April 30th, is very satisfac- 
tory in considering the decided increase 
in imports caused by the increasing abil- 
ities to buy and the use of ra\v foreign 
products in our manufactures. 
Tiie ex- 


ports amounted to $1,2S4,3SO,SS9 and the 
imports to 8025,867,630. leaving a favor- 
able trade balance of 8358,693,259. The 
trade balance for the same period of last 
fiscal year was $453,626,283, the decrease 
being ,'504.933.024. The increase in the 
total exports were as stated $3,317,465 
and the increase in the total imports 
$100.230.4Sf>.

ports having been $1,SS7,230 and the in- 
crease in the imports ?10,fi!)9,lU. If any

Memorial day in fiaciue, as in every 


hamlet in the United States, has been 
fittingly observed today. Although there 
was a cold aod raw wind from the lake 
and dark clouds hovered over the earth, 
it grew warmer and clearer as the day 
advanced and the people were astir and 
ready for the observance in all of i'ts 
details.

to Jail for Writing Obscene

In the United Stutes court at Milwau- 


kee yesterday, William J. DuniiM, pro- 
prietor of th« Eagle laundry, * wciety 
young man of Kenosha., whoso arrest 
caused a sensation in busines* and Y. M. 
C, A. circles of that city, w»s ordered 
to pay a fine of $100 by Judge Seaman 
and sentenced to sptnd sixty days in the 
house of correction besides. The charge 
was sending obnoxious letters through 
'the mails to a Mr. Hansen of Kenosha. 
The sentence is considered by the federal 
officers 'to be the most sertre pronounc- 
ed by the eourt in such a case, inasmuch 
as it is the first time thai a prisoner was 
ever sentenced to jail, always being let 
off with a fine. 


The fate of this young man should be

stone of the 350,000 
Carnegie 
library 


building were conducted this afternoon, 
ny the members of the Governor Harvey 
Post No. 17, G. A. B.. in a satisfactory 
manner, several thousand people

present. 


When the morning dawned there was a 


cold raw wind from the lake nnd low- 
ering cloud.* obscurer! the heavens. Oc- 
casionally 'thn sun peeped out and it be- 
came somewhat warmer along towards 
noon, but overcoats were found comfor- 
table. 


Judge Charles E. Dyer, the speaker 


p" llie day, and Mrs. Dyer, arrived from 
Ji. 
.ukcc on a morning train and were 


guests of Senator and Mrs. 0. W. John- 
eon. 


At the library building, the derrick to 


be used for hoisting the marble siab in 
place, had been raised and there were 
appropriate decorations and 
American 


flags conspicuous, while chairs were plac- 
ed upon the floor of the building, the 
foundation walls and some of the stone 
•work being in place. 


It was certainly a red letter day for 


the literary and other people of the Belle 
City and all were proud to be present 
and 'take part in the first services of erec- 
tion of a magnificent $50,000 structure 
that cannot help but prove of incalcula- 
ble value to the people. 


In the Journal of yesterday appeared 


a history of the library movement and 
was most interesting and 
those who 


worked so hard to bring the project to 
a successful termination are certainly en- 
titled to every credit and have reason to 
feel proud of their services in that di- 
rection. 


It was about 3:30 o'clock when the old 


veterans of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public left the First M. E. church and 
marched to the site of the library build- 
ing -and filed upon the platform or rather 
lioor and took sea'ts and it was an in- 
spiring 
sight, 
to observe the interest 


those gray haired veterans took in the oc- 
casion and it was indeed fitting that the 


horior of laying the corner stone for Ra- 
cine's first library building should fall 
to them. 


Senator 0. W. John.-on, in the absence 


of Thomas M. Kearney, acted as the mas- 
ter of ceremonies and ably filled the 
place. 


Rev. Father Johnson, of the St. Rose 


church, was introduced and wi'th barred 
head pronounced the invocation in a very 
impressive manner. Immediately a hun- 
dred or more school children followed 
with a song, their voices ringing out 
clear and inspiring the hundreds of peo- 
ple before them.

It is only 4 ft. 7 in in length; 1 ft. 5 in.

From Caledonia, a station several miles 


noith of Franksville. there came a cum- 
mans for -Sheriff Robert Mutter and other 
officers late yesterday afternoon. It was 
a telephone message from Franksville 
and .said there had been a shooting or 
cutting affray and a number uf persons 
were wo'imled. 


With all possible speed the sheriff and 


C'bipf of Police Pfister hurried td Cale- 
donia. Arriving there a man sitting on 
the depot platform was pointed out to 
them, with the warning to look out. he 
was dunji'erous and liable to bore holes 
through them, or cut their bodies into 
fragments with a razor.

trouble the officers placed the man under 
arrc.st and ascertained that it was John 
Hartnett, a former resident of Racine, 
but who has been in the north some 
years. 


Hartnett got off the 1 o'clock south 


bound passenger train j-eslerday after- 
noon and entered the saloon of J. Callan. 
In a few moments it was noticed that he 
lifted strangely and after a. 
time 
he 


whipped out a razor and threatened to 
cut everybody to pieces. Eight men were 
in the place, one. a prominent citizen 
from Racine. In less time than it takes 
to tell the crowd were racing to get out 
of the saloon first and all tumbled out 
about at the same time. 


Hartnett bad full possession, but soon 


quietly walked out of the house nnd took 
a seat on the depot platform. 
When 


a passenger train came along about 3 
o'clock, he attempted to get on, but tlie 
conductor had been warned and threw 
him off and again the man went wild 
and wanted the lives of the villagers. 


The ofiVers started to Racine with the 


wan. deciding that he had been drink- 
ing heavy and on the verge of having 
delirium tremens. On the way he fought 
like a tiger at times and had to be hand- 
cuffed. 


In Hie jail last night he imagined he 


saw things and showed that he was in 
b;ul shape. Physicians were called and 
today he is quiet and with rest and pro-

CLERGY IN PHILIPPINES 


XEW YOR,K, May 30.—Chaplain Vat- 


teman of the 29th U. S. infantry, in his 
interviews with the members of the Sa- 
cred college, was very strong and ener- 
getic in speaking of the situation in the 
Philippines, says the Tribune's Rome cor- 
respondent.

the archipelago. 


The frank and earnest statement of 


the chaplain produced a deep and favor- 
able impression at the Vatican. 


ARBITRATION NOT FAVORED. 
ROME, 
May 30.—Cardinal Pampolla 


today received in private audience the 
Rev. Edw. J. Vattmann, chaplain of the 
Twenty-ninth U. S. infantry, who pre- 
sented 
his report 
of the situation of 


Catholicism in the Philippines. It ap- 
pears that the idea of having recourse 
to arbitration in the matter of the pur- 
chase of the friar lands, which was again 
favored after Archbishop Guidi's arriv- 
al at Manila, is now looked upon coldly 
by the intended parties. 
Gov. Taft and

UPON IOWA CITY 


Eisc of Eirer Sends Fonr Feet of 


Water Through Des Moines 


Inestimable Suffering 


Prevails.

DES MOIXES, la., ITay 30.—Four feet 


of water was coursing through a large 
section of Ea-st Bes Moines business dis- 
trict nt daylight this morning, due to e 
rise in the river of a foot over all past 
records, and the carrying away of a sec- 
tion of the levees dam. at Central street. 
Thirty-fire thousand people in East Des 
Moines are practically cut off from com- 
munication with the main section of the 
city. Absolutely-no attempt is made to 
transact business. The street railway 
company does not expect to be able to 
start cars for a week. Six thousand per- 
sons are homeless, thirty per cent of 
whom are practically without 
shelter 


and have been unfed for 
twenty-four 


hours, during which time they have been 
exposed to the constant heavy rain with 
the thermometer close to the freezing 
point. Many women and children shiv- 
ered all night long in rain-soaked gar- 
ments, unable 'to find a. dry place on 
which io lie. Box cars were placed in 
reach of many of the refugees this morn- 
ing in which they could find shelter from 
the rain, but relief work is in a deplora- 
ble condition and far behind the needs. 


Inestimable 
suffering prevails. The 


suddenness, of the flood left no. time for 
preparation or organization to combat. 
Levees all over the city arc yielding. In 
many places the Des Moines river is two 
miles wide. The damage cannot be com- 
puted because of the fact that close to 
2,000 buildings are submerged and It can- 
not be 'told whether they will be carried 
away. 


BOATS USED FOR TRAVEL. 


Great damage was done by the break- 


ing of the levee along the C. B. & Q. 
tracks which inundated the principal fac- 
tory district. Several hundred thousand 
dollars worth of machinery is under wa- 
ter. A dozen ice houses have been wash- 
ed away, resulting in an approximate loss 
of a hundred 
thousand 
dollars. The 


plant of the Daily Capital is floded find 
boats are plying through the business 
district in that vicinity. To get to the 
Xorth\ves'ern hotel at 0 o'clock 
this 


morning it was necessary 'to use a, "boat. 
The water works and electric light and 
power plant, by heroic efforts were kept 
in operation this morning, although the 
water was entering them as fast as the 
engines could pump it out. If they should 
cease the city would be without light .or 
water and many plants using electric 
power would shut down. Of the seven 
bridges in the ci'ty, but one is open to 
traffic. 
Railway service is 
practically 


uspended. Water is over the north- 
western, Wabash, Burlington and Rock 
Island tracks in many places in the city 
limits. From Fort Dodge above here, 
the Des Moines river is reported to be 
two feet higher and still rising. 
The 


weather forecast is for continued rains. 
The Raccoon river above here is at a 
standstill. 


CREEK A RAGIXG TORRENT." 


LINCOLN", Neb., May 30.—Salt Creek 


is overflowing the Lincoln lowlands. Be- 
tween the hours of 6:30 and 7:30 this 
morning the creek rose five inches and 
is now reported to be within six inches 
of the high vrater mark of last vear. 
Thirty families have taken refuge with 
friends and quarters for more are being 
provided in the county court house. 


At 10 a. m., all traffic across the Des 


Moines and Raccoon river was suspend- 
ed. East, North and South DesJIoines 
are completely cut off from the main 
part of the city. The river was 22.7 feet j 
above low water mark at this time, a 
foot and a half above all past records. 
The state fair building and churches all 
over the city were thrown open to flood 
refugees. 


MEMPHIS, Tcnn., May 30.—Sixteen 


negroes, composing two families of cot- 
ton plantation hands were drowned last 
night in the Mississippi river near Pecan 
Point, forty miles north of this city. 
They 
left the Chiles plantation 
after 


dark in two skiffs. A passing vessel cap- 
sized them and all save one went down.

Armies must continue to do bat- 


tle, "recruited only from the flower of 
mankind, cheered only by their own hope 
of humanity, strong only in the confi- 
dence of their cause." 


Memorial day in Racine, as in every 


hamlet in the United States, has been 
fittingly observed today. Although there 
was a cold and raw wind from the Jake 
and dark clouds hovered over the earth, 
it grew warmer and clearer^ as the day 
advanced and the people were astir and 
ready for the observance in all of i'ts 
details. The practice of having one day 
devoted exclusively to decoration of the 
graves of the dead heroes of the rebel- 
lion and of the Spanish-American war 
is a most just and deserving tribute

'the veterans march in a tody to churcn 
and listen to a sermon which their own 
lives and the "deaths of their sleecing 
comrades have made real to the world 
Xo less impressive is" the scene as tht 
same sacred veterans carry their flora 
tributes to deck the graves of 'their he 
roic brothers -who lie sleeping that the 
country may live. 


Over 300 heroes of the civil war lie 


sleeping in the Mound and Catholic, cem- 
eteries. Many of those buried are un- 
known, but not one was forgotten today 
Besides the members of Governor Har- 
vey Post; Woman's Relief Corps; Sons 
of Veterans and Spanish-American war 
veterans, hundreds of citizens and rela- 
tives of the dead, visited the burying 
grounds to pay tribute to the men who 
died in ba'ttle, in hospital or after hos- 
tilities- ceased.

William JIcHale, at Kenosha, was also 
decorated. 


In the afternoon the members of Gov- 


ernor Harvey Post' held the usual ser- 
vices at the soldier's monument, a large 
number being present and here the last 
taps were also sounded. 


At the conclusion of these services the 


gray haired veterans, with their gray- 
haired wives, and their sons and daugh- 
ters, gathered at the First M. E. church 
for memorial services in honor of their 
dead comrades. 
Year after year the 


number of veterans grow less arid those 
who are left come each succeeding year 
to the memorial service with slower step 
and less upright bearing. 
During the 


last year many have joined their com- 
rades who fell on the field of battle or 
died in rebel prisons or wasted away in 
hospitals, and these were tenderly re- 
membered today. 


The address was delivered by R. K. 


Manaton, pastor of the First M. E. church 
and he gave an eloquent patriotic address 
on the causes and everits of the conflict.

In the United States court at Milwau- 


kee yesterday, William .T. DuniUs, pro- 
prietor of the Eagle laundry, a society 
yoinig man of Kenosha, whoso arres't 
caused « sensation in business and Y. M. 
C, A. circles of that city, was ordered 
to pay a fine of $100 by Judge Seaman 
and sentenced to spend sixty days in the 
house of correction besides. The charge 
was sending obnoxious letters through 
the mails to. a Mr. Hnnsen of Kenosha. 
The sentence is considered by the federal 
officers to be the most severe pronounc- 
ed by the court in such a ease, inasmuch 
as it is the first time that a prisoner was 
ever sentenced to jail, always being let 
off with a fine.

Sixty women are said to be shut in a 
school house at Rochester, and" Garland 
streets and have been without food since 
yesterday. The current is too swift for 
boats. A large number of men are shut 
up in O'Brien's lodging house at County 
Road and Askew avenue. 
Several nt- 


tempts nt rescue by the police, were in- 
effective because of the current. 


The first direct information out of Ar- 


moursdalc since yesterday was obtained 
this afternoon by river men acting for 
Swift and company.

There had been 
no loss of life during the past 12 hours.

THREATENED BY FAMINE; 


The food supply is rapidly becoming a 


question of vital importance. 


There was a,- run on every retail gro- 


cery and meat store in Kansas City this 
morning. Persons, almost, over ran the 
supply houses in a panicky rush to buy 
up food enough 'to last until the flood 
shall subside. The store keepers handled 


the situation as systematically as possi- 
ble. 
They attempted impartially to di- 


vide up the supplies equally among the 
buyers. No large amounts were sold to 
any one buyer. The Gregory wholesale 
grocery store is the only uuc in 'the city 
not under water, and here there was a 
rush of buyers. Mr. Gregory refused to 
sell large quantities of anything and he 
held.jiis. prices to the level they were 
on; before the rise of the river. 


Merchants consider the food question 


an alarming one. Their supply is limit- 
ed to two or three days on everything ex- 
cept canned goods. 
If the rush of buy- 


ers continues this afternoon and tomor- 
row as it was this morning, the supply of 
food and provisions will soon be exhaust- 
ed. No provisions can be brought in un- 
til railroad communication is reestablish- 
ed. The scarcity of meat is worse than 
anything else. 
Butchers have only 
a 


limited amount of fresh meat on hand 
and hams and sides of biteon. Indications 
are that the supply will nob last after 
tomorrow. No more can be bought fvom 
the packing houses, of course. The flood 
came at the time of the week when the 
packers larders were lowest. An 
at- 


tempt to prevent a meal, shortage will be 
made tonight when a steamboat will be 
sent up to broken bridge where a supply 
of fresh meat will be bought. 


The coal situation is no less alarming 


than the question of food. Coal compan- 
ies have but a few tons on hand in their 
yards up town. 


At 11 o'clock 'tin.? morning prices for 


many staple articles of food began to 
rise. 
Potatoes were sold last week at 


SO cents a bushel, and were offered at 
$2.50. 
The advance was gradually in- 


creased as the customers became more 
numerous'. Eggs sold in case lots 
at 


thirteen and a. half cents per dozen Sat- 
urday, null today quoted at 25 cents a 
dozen wholesale. 


Up town the retail price was 40 cents 


a doiiiMi. This morning there were about 
1,000 cases of eggs in the hands of deal- 
ers up town. Fully 5,000 cases are in the 
cold storage'warehouses.

WATER; 50 DROWNED 


Terrible Destruction ot Lite and 


Property—Manhattan Center 


of Flood's ifnry-fiained 


Since Thursday. 


MAXHA'TTAX, Kas.. June i.—Xot 


since the Galveston flood has water cre- 
ated such terrible! havoc and wrought 
such terrible destruction of life and prop- 
erty'as has just been experienced in the 
Kaw valley, of Kansas. The territory 
affected stretches from Brookvillc, Kas., 
to Kansas City, a distance of 200 miles 
bv from three to fifteen miles in width. 
Almost the entire territory is submerged 
in water from one to fifty feet in depth. 
The loss to cattle, hogs, barns, fences 
and crops will run into the millions. 


Boat men who have reached here re- 


port many persons missing. 
Probably 


50 persons were drowned in the country 
around here. 


Manhattan is in the very center of the 


flood's fury. The Blue river from the 
north and the Kansas river from the 
west, which carries the waters from Re- 
publican, Solomon. Saline 
and 
Smoky 


rivers, besides several large creeks, meet 
at the eastern edge of the city. For the 
past five clays great volumes of water 
have rushed together here, v.-hicli only 
the strongest iron bridges have so far 
been able to with.-taml. Ten miles of 
water pass Manhattan at a given point 
of less than two miles. The high rail- 
road 
banks of the Union Pacific 
and 


Rock Island alone have saved the city 
from being completely submerged. Most 
of the inhabitants have moved to the 
hill-; and are being taken care of in the 
Kansas agricultural college buildings. 


The rain has descended here almost 


steadily since Thursday. To add to the 
calamity, all wires are down and at night 
the city i= dark. At noon Friday the 
water subsided slightly, but rose in the 
evening at a rate i)f one inch every five 
minute^. Men. women and children were 
carried in boats and wagons to the hills. 
Those who were unable to secure the 
transportation through the water had to 
wad.e. Four births were reported to have 
occurred during the night, one of the lit- 
tle babies being drowned in the engine 
room. Every business store is filled with 
water from one to ten feet tlec-p. AH 
passengers are being properly cared for 
bv the railroads.

WATER; 50 DROWNED 


Terrible Destruction oi Lite and 


Property—Manhattan Center 


ot Flood's Fury-Rained 


Since Thursday. 


MANHATTAN"', Kas... June 
1.—Not 


since the Galveston liood has water cre- 
ated such terrible' havoc, and wrought 
such terrible destruction of life and prop- 
erty'as has just been cNpei'ienced in the 
Kaw valley, of Kansas. The territory 
affected stretches from Brookvillc, Kas., 
to Kansas City, a distance of -00 miles 
bv from three to fifteen miles in. width. 
Almost tiie entire territory is submerged 
in water from one to fifty feet in depth. 
The loss to cattle, hogs, barns, fence? 
and crops will run into the millions. 


Boat men who have reached here re- 


port many persons mining. Probably 
";0 persons were drowned in the country 
urnimd here. 


Manhattan is in the very center of the 


flood's fury. The Blue river from the 
north nnd the Kansas river from tho 
west, which curries the waters from Re- 
publican, Solomon, Sulinc 
and 
Smoky 


rivers, besides several large creek?, meet 
nt the eastern cdsc of the city. Tor tin; 
pa^t five days great volumes of water 
have rushed togeiher here, \vhich only 
the strongest iron bridges have so far 
been able to withstand. Trn mile.--, of 
wilier pass Manhattan at u given point 
of less than two mile.-. The high rail- 
road 
banks of the Union Pacific 
and 


Rock Island alone have saved the city 
from be.ing completely submerged. 
Most 


of the inhabitants have moved to the 
hills and arc being taken cure of in the 
Kansas agricultural college buildings. 


The rain h.is descended here almost 


steadily since Thursday. To add to the 
calamity, all wires are down itnd at night 
the city is dark. 
At noon Friday the 


water subsided slightly, hut rose in the 
evening at :i rate of one ii'.ch every live 
minutes. Men, women nnd children were 
carried in boats and wagons to the hills. 
Those who were unable to secure the 
transportation through the water had to 
wade. Four birilis were re-ported to have 
occurred during t'he night, one of the lit- 
l.le babies being drowned in tl.e engine 
room. ICvcry business store is filled with 
water from one to ten feet ii?cp. All 
passengers are being properly cured for 
bv the niilroads.
